purpose to enter into a discussion of the evils of the unsystematic 
and unprofitable method which culminates in the inevitable "cram." 
This foolhardy, though all too popular practice, has already on many 
occasions been the subject of our disapprobation. 

Our intention is rallier to consider those hours which with regard 
to lectures and study may be looked upon as our own. Athletics and 
other college activities have all more or loss claim upon every under- 
graduate. And here again, the essentiality of systematic arrange- 
ment is vital both as to the benefit, which such departments of stu- 
dent activity will acquire and as to the benefit which they will im- 
part. 

But the average undergraduate enters into neither his studies 
uor student activities with a sufficient degree of ardor to entirely 
consume the time at his disposal. Often there are here and there vacant 
hours— hours free from lectures, probably unsuitable for study, and 
possibly inopportune for other student activity. What of these per- 
iods"? Too often the college man gropes on from day to day filling 
up these spare hours in an impromptu manner, or (in utter disregard 
for the busy bee which improves each shining hour I. merely " killing 
time." Such a waste of time in the present age particularly is by no 
means commendable even to ihe least serious thinker. Nor are such 
habits of idleness reconcilable with the real purpose of a college 
t mining. 

"We at McQill enjoy free access to an excellent library as well as 
M-veral amply stocked reading rooms, and yet an hour's reading out- 
side of that prescribed by the curriculum is a divergence which is ac- 
corded little appreciation. An hour now and then spent in reading 
Hobert Louis Stevenson, for example, or a well-written magazine ar- 
ticle on some current topic should not only prove a pleasurable pas- 
time, but one of material and permanent benefit. At least, time spent 
thus will not later haunt us in the shape of shadows of remorse, grim 
reminders of the hours frittered away amidst unheeded opportuni- 
ties.

Since that time 
members of the family sought through 
every channel lo secure definite in- 
formation, following up every clue 
that was presented. The hospitals and 
prison camps m Germany were search- 
ed for him through the Hed Cross and 
the U. S. Embassy, and on Monday 
the word was received, belated, 
through the alter channel, that he 
had been killed, and that details of 
his bur mg piate were being forward- 
ed by tn.iii. First officially postett as 
missing, tiic Canadian records now re- 
late that he is "presumed dead." 

He was n single man, active in ath- 
letics, and a member of Zion Presby- 
terian Church. He waa more than 
respected— he Was esteemed by all 
with whom he came in contact. Ho 
was democratic to the la t degree, nnd 
was loved by the men who served un- 
der him in the C. M . It. He was an 
ideal type of young manhood, and in 
dying for his country he lived up to 
his ideals 

Wins Legion of Honour. 

Major Henry Woodburn Kluylock, u 
graduate of the Faculty of Law of the 
class of 1903, has been signally hon- 
oured by the French War Office in 
recognition of his services as Assist- 
ant Commissioner for the Hed Cross 
In France, according to information 
received at Ihe University. Major 
DJnylock has been created a Chevalier 
ol' the Legion of Honour by the 
French military authorities, and was 
decorated on the Somme by General 
Nivelle, who pinned the medal on his 
breast. 

.Major Bktylock was born at Paspe- 
blac, Que„ on January H. I "78. and at- 
tended the University of Hlshop's Col- 
lege at LeiinoxvlUej before entering 



upon the study of law at McGill. He 
received his Bachelor of Arts degree 
from Lennoxville in lflOO. and was 
graduated from McGill three years 
later. After some years he look u) 
his residence in ISnglahd, and when 
war broke out gave up his home to 
the Wur Office for use as a hospital. 
He received the appointment of as- 
sistant commissioner of the Kod Cross, 
and has been in France in the inter- 
esis of this work for some lime. He 
is a son-in-law of Dr, James Mills, of 
the Dominion Hallway Commission. 

Like Mark Twain, Pte, Richard II. 
H. Biddulph, a graduate of the class 
of .Science '13, serving with the l'rin- 
cess Patricia's Canadian Light Infan- 
try, in France, says that the report 
of his death has been greatly exagger- 
ated. After the fighting before Cour- 
cellette last September there appear- 
ed in the casualty lists of those killed in 
action the name of a certain "lie. H. 
Biddulph." Friends of the young Mc- 
Gill graduate inferred from this that 
he had been killed in action, and ac- 
counts of his career and death appear- 
ed in Ihe Montreal papers.
